Oh, no; not half the time, or 
half way. 
When I asked what did 
the people And wrong in our state 
government, my mind goes back to 
those periodic lits of public rage in 
which the people rouse up and tear 
down the political leader, lirst of one 
party and then of the other party. It 
goes on to the public feeling of re­ 
sentm ent against the control of party 
organizations, of both parties and of 
all parties. 
"Now, I treat this subject in my 
own mind not aa a personal question 
to uny man. 
I am talking about the 
system. 
From tile days of Fenton, 
md Goulding, and Arthur, and Cor- 
neyll, and Platt, from the days of 
David ll. Hill, down to the present 
time the governm ent of the state bus
